Faulty  Wiring 
Causes  Stir 
In  Fugal  Hall 

The  girls  in  Fugal  Hall,  Herit- 
age, were  forced  from  their  dorm 
residences  Tuesday  night  at  ap- 
proximately 5 p.m.  when  smoke 
began  billowing  out  of  the  base- 
ment of  the  building. 

According  to  Eldon  Henrichsen, 
University  Fire  Marshall,  who  in- 
spected the  scene  the  smoke  was 
caused  by  an  over  heated  dry 
transformer. 

Firemen  entered  the  basement 
wearing  gas  masks  to  protect 
them  from  the  smoke. 

The  girls  were  not  allowed  to 
return  to  the  Hall  until  the  smoke 
had  cleared.  Firemen  used"  fans 
in  the  basement  to  help  clear  the 
smoke  so  that  the  residents  could 
return  to  their  apartments,  Hen- 
richsen said. 

About  one  hundred  girls  gath- 
ered around  Fugal  Hall  to  watch 
the  excitement  and  firemen. 

The  master  switch  was  thrown 
to  protect  the  girls  in  other  Herit- 
age Halls  areas  while  the  electri- 
cal system  was  being  repaired. 

The  girls  were  forced  to  eat 
their  dinners  by  candle  light.

BYU  Plans  To  Limit  Enrollment 

To  About  Its  Present  Size 


Preparations  are  underway  to  level  off 
future  BYU  enrollment  to  approximately  its 
present  size,  according  to  Acting  President 
Earl  C.  Crockett. 

Enrollment  for  this  autumn  semester  in- 
cludes 16,644  daytime  students  and  1,164 
evening  students  for  a total  of  17,808,  which 
exceeds  capacity  of  the  present  plant. 

Enrollment  this  year  increased  2,200  or 
about  15  per  cent  over  last  year.  University 
officials  point  out  than  an  accelerated  flood 
of  World  War  II  babies  is  expected  to  hit  the 
colleges  next  year,  meaning  even  higher  in- 
creases if  no  action  is  taken  to  level  off  the

The  “Cantate  de  Noel”  (A 
Christmas  Cantata)  is  the  last 
published  work  of  the  twentieth 
century  French-Swiss  composer, 
Arthur  Honegger,  having  been 
written  during  the  fall  and  winter 
of  1953,  while  the  composer  was 
recovering  from  an  illness. 

It  was  commissioned  by  Paul 
Sacher  for  the  25th  Anniversary 
of  the  Basle  Chamber  Orchestra 
and  was  given  its  premiere  by 
that  conductor  and  orchestra  on 
Dec.  18  of  the  same  year. 

A SIGNIFICANT  aspect  of  this 
intensely  integrated  and  scholar- 
ly work  is  its  incorporation  of 
six  great  Christmas  hymns  in 
counter-point  as  its  development 
occurs.

President  Crockett  said  the  immediate 
steps  in  the  University  plans  are : 

1.  Requiring  that  the  American  College 
Test  results  accompany  all  applications  for 
admission. 

2.  July  31  application  deadline  (this  year 
it  was  Aug.  31). 

3.  Requiring  a $25  non-refundable  tuition 
deposit  due  30  days  after  being  accepted. 
(Last  year  tuition  and  fees  were  increased 
to  $320  for  members  of  the  Church  and  $420 
for  nonmembers.) 

The  announcement  came  simultaneously 
with  a letter  on  the  subject  from 
the  First  Presidency  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  to  all  stake  pres- 
idents and  bishops.  While  reaf- 
firming that  the  Church  encour- 
ages its  members  to  study  at  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning,  it 
stated,  “Obviously,  all  of  the 
LDS  students  who  study  at  the 
post-high  school  level  cannot  en- 
roll in  one  of  the  Church  schools.”

This  year  75  wards  and  organi- 
zations are  participating,  each  of 
which  is  sponsoring  a family. 
Any  person  interested  in  help- 
ing is  urged  to  contact  the  person 
representing  him,  because  stu- 
dent help  is  badly  needed. 

LARGE  BOXES  for  packaging 
will  be  available  at  the  tree  loca- 
tion beginning  Thursday.  Dead- 
line for  the  box-loads  of  gifts  will 
be  Monday. 

Each  family  will  have  some- 
thing new  added  to  their  presents 
this  year — turkeys  are  being  both 
donated  and  purchased  for  each 
of  the  sponsored  families. 


The  letter  strongly  urged  all 
college-level  students  not  attend- 
ing Church  schools  to  enroll  in 
the  LDS  institutes  of  religion,  of 
which  there  are  185  near  colleges 
and  universities. 

“WHEN  AN  LDS  Institute  of 
Religion  is  available  at  a nearby 
college,  we  believe  that  in  many 
cases  it  would  be  wise  for  the 
student  to  complete  his  freshman 
year  where  the  influence  of  the 
home  could  be  a supportive  fac- 
tor,” the  letter  stated. 

President  Crockett  explained 
that  the  former  method  of  re- 
quiring a 2.2  (C  plus)  high  school 
grade-point  average  will  be  re- 
placed by  a new  system.  Accept- 
ance will  be  based  on  a combin- 
ation of  high  school  grades  and 
the  results  of  the  American  Col- 
lege Tests. 

GENERALLY,  this  means  the 
student  should  be  near  the  upper 
half  of  his  high  school  and  the 
upper  half  of  the  ACT  national 
norm.  Exceptions  may  be  made  if 
either  the  high  school  grade 
point  average  or  the  ACT  score 
is  well  above  average.  The  ACT 
test  is  given  five  times  a year 
at  centers  located  throughout  the 
nation. 

Reasoning  behind  the  July  31 
deadline  is  to  bring  in  early  the 
applications  of  students  who  are 
genuinely  interested  in  attending 
BYU.  Some  students  send  out  a 
number  of  applications,  then 
choose  a school  in  September. 

“Although  BYU  has  conducted 
a constant  building  program  since 
1950,  enrollment  is  now  three 
times  what  it  was  then  and  the 
present  campus  is  now  taxed  to 
capacity,”  President  Crockett 
said.  He  explained  the  campus 
includes  more  than  100  perma- 
nent buildings,  about  75  of  which 
have  been  constructed  since 
1950. 

“THE  CHURCH  cannot  possi- 
bly continue  to  build  at  this  rate 
to  accommodate  the  ever-grow- 
ing tidal  wave  of  students,”  the 
President  asserted.  “In  addition 
to  the  millions  of  dollars  the 
Church  has  provided  for  build- 
ings in  recent  years,  even  great- 
er amounts  have  been  necessary 
for  operations. 

“We  are  pressed  for  staff,  for 
supplies  and  for  space,  even 
though  BYU  maintains  what  is 
probably  the  highest  plant  utili- 
zation of  any  campus  in  the 
country.”

The  statement  given  to  the  Daily  Universe  by  former 
Acting  President . Earl  C.  Crockett  was  given  to  the  news- 
paper as  a statement  of  his  support  of  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson,  not  as  a reprimand  against  the  newspaper.  The 
printing  of  the  letter  was  a voluntary  action  of  the  Editorial 
Board. 

The  Daily  Universe  is  a student  newspaper.  It  operates 
on  the  policy  that  responsibility  for  published  material  rests 
with. the  Editorial  Board.  Articles  and  editorials  written  for 
publication  are  in  no  way  censored  prior  to  their  appearance 

in  print. 

The  editorial  was  not  intended  to  belittle  the  administra- 
tive capabilities  of  Dr.  Wilkinson.  He  has  served  the  Univer- 
sity with  honor  and  dignity  for  13  years.  We  believe  that  in 
the  future  he  will  continue  to  serve  in  comparable  manner.

Regime  in  Crisis; 
Castro  Aid  Fired 
Attempts  Suicide 

HAVANA,  (AP)  — A comrade 
of  Fidel  Castro’s  guerrilla  days 
shot  himself  in  the  head  Tues- 
day after  being  fired  as  Labor 
Minister,  a government  com- 
munique said.  He  was  in  critical 
condition  Tuesday  night. 

AUGUSTO  Martinez  Sanchez, 
who  fought  at  Fidel  Castro’s  side 
in  the  Sierra  Maestra  and  later 
became  Defense  Minister,  was 
told  Monday  of  his  dismissal. 

The  communique  said  he  was 
fired  because  of  “serious  admin- 
istrative mistakes  but  which  in 
no  way  affected  his  personal,  mo- 
ral and  revolutionary  honor  and 
unquestionable  loyalty  to  our 
cause.” 

In  Washington  officials  specu- 
lated that  the  suicide  attempt 
was  indicative  of  a critical  pow- 
er struggle  within  the  Castro  re- 
gime. They  said  a government 
crisis  appears  to  have  been  un- 
der way  for  many  months  in 
Cuba. 


Ireland  Seeks  Support, 
Opposes  Veto  Attempt 


UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.,  (AP) 
— Ireland  appealed  to  the  smaller 
nations  Tuesday  to  oppose  firm- 
ly and  vigorously  any  attempt  to 
establish  a big  power  financial 
veto  over  U.  N.  peacekeeping. 

IN  A SPEECH  that  reflected 
concern  of  many  small  U.  N. 
member  states,  Irish  Foreign 
Minister  Frank  Aiken  told  the 
General  Assembly  that  any  at- 
tempt to  establish  that  kind  of 
veto  could  only  be  regarded  as  a 
revolutionary  act  designed  to  des- 
troy the  Assembly’s  financial 
powers. 

Aiken  also  delivered  a spirited 
defense  of  Article  19  of  the  U.  N. 
charter  under  which  the  Soviet 
Union  faces  loss  of  its  Assembly 
vote  because  it  is  more  than  two 
years  behind  in  its  peacekeeping 
assessments. 

“IT  IS  MORE  than  a question 
of  dollars  and  cents,”  he  said. 
“The  very  survival  of  the  U.  N. 
as  at  present  constituted,  with  its 
checks  and  balances  between  the 
Security  Council  and  Assembly, 
is  involved.” 

Aiken  said  the  Assembly  has 
the  right  to  assess  every  mem- 
ber for  its  share  of  the  expenses 
of  implementing  its  decisions,  and 
each  has  the  duty  to  pay  even  if 
it  is  opposed  to  any  particular 
decision. 

“If  one  member  were  allowed 
to  refuse  payment  without  pen- 
alty, how  is  the  organization  to 
be  financed  if  all  other  members 
exercise  an  equal  right  not  to 
pay?”  he  asked. 

“If  we  are  to  make  a success- 
ful stand  on  this  issue  which  is 
vital  to  the  life  of  the  United 
Nations,  that  means  so  much  to 


the  smaller  members,  we  must,  I 
submit,  stand  firm  now.” 

THE  SOVIET  Union  contends 
that  the  assessments  for  Middle 
East  and  the  Congo  peacekeeping 
were  illegal  because  they  were 
approved  by  the  Assembly  in- 
stead of  the  Council.  France 
takes  a similar  view. 

The  United  States  supports  the 
idea  of  recognizing  the  Council’s 
major  role  in  peacekeeping,  but 
does  not  want  the  Assembly  pow- 
erless to  act  if  the  Council  is  j 
paralyzed  by  a big  power  veto.  I

Rocket  Test  Succeeds 


WHITE  SANDS  MISSILE 
RANGE,  N.  M.,  (AP)— A Little 
Joe  II  rocket  hurled  a dummy 
moonship  skyward  Tuesday  in 
an  apparently  successful  test  of 
the  launch  escape  system  for  pro- 
posed moonflight  astronauts. 

U.  S.  SPACE  officials  termed 
the  test  a milestone  in  this  na-

tion’s  bid  to  put  men  on  the 
moon  by  1970. 

Leaving  behind  a column  of 
white  flame,  the  340,000-pound 
thrust  Little  Joe  II  thundered 
from  its  launch  pad  at  8 a.m. 
(MST),  as  scheduled. 

The  rocket  was  knocked  off 
course  by  a ground  signal  about 
37  seconds  after  launch,  at  an  al- 
titude of  about  31,000  feet. 

THE  155,090-POUND  thrust  es- 
cape motors  then  ignited  and 
pulled  the  dummy  moonship  ve- 
hicle away  from  the  mock  em- 
ergency. 

Debris  fell  away  from  the 
point  where  the  space  capsule 
separated  from  Little  Joe  II. 
NASA  officials  said  they  had  not 
determined  whether  this  debris 
was  part  of  the  rocket. 

One  official  said  the  incident 
had  no  bearing  on  the  test  which 
he  said  apparently  was  success- 
ful. 

RANGE  officials  set  out  to  re- 
cover the  spaceship,  which  was  to 
descend  about  6i  miles  from  the 
launch  pad. 

Tuesday’s  test  was  the  fourth 
in  the  launch  escape  system  ser- 
ies at  White  Sands.  One  test  was 
primarily  to  qualify  the  Little 
Joe  II  vehicle.  All  have  been  larg- 
ely successful.
